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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on June 7, 2006 canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive 
(MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because they address matter that was not presented in the original claims, and an election 
by original presentation is applicable (see below). 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, 
applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, 
whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME 
PERIOD UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a) ARE AVAILABLE. 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 4-23 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Claims 4 and 1 are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed because there is absolutely no mention of having a "where 
said cache line's worth of information is a compressed cache line's worth of information 
that was written to with new information that allowed said compressed cache line's worth 
of information to remain compressed, keeping said compressed cache line's worth of 
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information in the same state that it was in just prior to being written to". In fact, 
nowhere in Claims 4-23 does the Applicant mention the limitations of Claim 1 . 
Furthermore, Claim 4 includes a memory controller and a compression map for 
indication of cache line compression. Claim 1 mentions neither the memory controller 
nor the compression map. The subcombination has separate utility such as being a part of 
a system without a memory controller or a compression map. 

Furthermore, there is an additional burden that would be put on the examiner 
since a different field of search would need to be performed for the new claims 4-23 for 
items such as the memory controller and the compression map. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
